WASHINGTON (U.F5—There am 
two basic disputes raging around 
President Truman’s seizure of flit 
steel industry. 
One dispute in­ 
volves a question of law, the other 
questions of economic fact. 
The question of law, of course, 
Is whether Mr. Truman had au­ 
thority to seize the mills. Judge 
Alexander Holtzoff’s 
refusal 
to 
issue an immediate restraining or­ 
der against the seizure did not 
settle the legal question. The next 
step will be an Industry effort to 
obtain an actual injunction. 


ALREADY B U I L D I N G UP 
around the question of Mr. Tru­ 
man’s legal authority is angry de­ 
bate which reminds old timers of 
the outburst which greeted FDR’s 
plan to reorganize the Supreme 
Court back there in February, 1837. 
But the matter of the President’s 
authority will remain a question 
for the courts to decide. 
The economic question is before 
the court of public opinion. With

against the industry, the steel 
makers are charged, in effect, with 
a profiteering effort at the ex­ 
pense of the national welfare.

Though not affected by th e 
Greyhound Bus Company strike, 
X wish to commend the Board of 
Supervisors on their Initiative in 
trying to solve the problem tor 
Marin County. 
I question, however, their pro­ 
posed plan for the County to take 
over the ownership and operation 
of the system. In theory it is not 
a bad Idea, but in practice there 
are many, many instances where 
public ownership, in effect h a s 
merely taken over the abuses of 
private ownership, though in a 
modified form, and even added 
new ones. The abuses of private 
profit are transformed into the 
a b u s e s of political “feather­ 
bedding,” so that at the end the 
fare charged to the rider is the 
same. 
In addition, the general 
tax rate inevitably goes up, so in 
effect the community is even worse 
off. A close example of t h i s 
phenomena is the San Francisco 
Street Railway whose imminent 
charge of fifteen cents per ride 
Is tlmiliar to that of private lines 
in other cities: then, too, there 
are the bridges, the tolls for which 
are cxhorbitant and political ma- 
noeuvers negate promises original­ 
ly made for relief. 
By an Increase in taxes those 
who have private cars—with all 
the great financial outlay which 
the original and upkeep costs en­ 
tail—would be that more severely 
penalized. And since most families 
in Marin County have cars, the 
vast majority of the resident! 
would thus be adversely affected. 
X understand that the pressure 
for the County's purchase of the 
transportation system from Grey­ 
hound comes from the business 
firms rather than from the com­ 
muters themselves who have been 
quite successful in finding other 
accommodations.

CANADA CAN AFFORD IT 
Canada has been attracting a 
flock of Amercan newspaper and 
magazine correspondents the past 
few weeks. 
Most have been drawn there by 
the announcement that Canada in­ 
tends to go ahead on its own and 
build the St. Lawrence Seaway 
without the participation of the 
United States. The Montreal Star 
says most of the visitors want 
to know whether Canada really 
means to build the seaway alone. 
“The question is easily answered, 
for Canada does mean business,” 
says the Star, “and this deter­ 
mination has, we would judge, fav­ 
orably affected public opinion be­ 
low the line. The average Ameri­ 
can apparently likes to see us 
standing up for ourselves, and does 
not want to see us a United States 
satellite any more than we want to 
become one.“ 
The Canadian paper is right as 
rain. Not only do Americans want 
to see Canadians seize the initia­ 
tive and accomplish great things 
on their own, but they also know 
that Canada is in better position to 
finance and build the seaway than 
is the United States. 
Washington expects a deficit of 
14 billion dollars this year. The 
Ottawa government predicts It will 
have a surplus of about 600 million 
dollars. The surplus happens to 
be about the amount needed for 
the seaway. 


Thus Canada could develop the 
St. Lawrence with money on hand. 
The United States would have to 
borrow. 
That should be a sufficient an­ 
swer, we believe, to seaway red- 
hots in the United States who are 
wringing their hands and insist­ 
ing we get into the seaway-build­ 
ing business. 
The idea that American ships 
will have to pay fees to the Can­ 
adians for use of the waterway 
seems to appall these Americans. 
We don’t see why. If a man doesn’t 
have the money to build a bouse, 
he rents from the man who owns 
one. And if Americans help pay 
for the seaway through fees to the 
Canadian Government, rath» than 
taxes to Washington, it should be

If the 
county or some county transit au­ 
thority operates the buses the em­ 
ployees could be blanketed under 
civil service and be required to 
maintain service. 
I would, of course, be opposed to 
any kind of suggestion that the 
bus drivers themselves be exploit­ 
ed, but either the Board of Super­ 
visors or the voters at the polls 
could grant the drivers any neces­ 
sary increase in wages in keeping 
with the current cost of living in­ 
dexes. The drivers and operators 
of the buses would thus be fully 
protected, the commuting public 
would be secure In its knowledge 
that it would always have a ride, 
and the merchants and property 
owners of Marin county would 
know they would not have to suf­ 
fer periodic financial losses and 
serious worries about the future as 
a result.

MARIN VS. 
BILLBOARDS 
IN HANDBOOK 
Marin’s positive program 
toward billboard advertising has 
been pointed out in a handbook 
published recently by California 
Roadside Council and entitled 
“Roadside Protection in Cah- 
fomia.” 
Main feature of the bode is 
a sample county zoning ordi­ 
nance designed to protect high­ 
ways against the uses that de­ 
stroy the beauty of the land­ 
scape and constitute a driving 
hazard. 
According to a member of the 
council, “the ordinance would 
not bar commercial develop­ 
ment but would tend to keep 
it orderly * 
It would also allow goods car 
services sold on the premises to 
be advertised by signs reason­ 
ably limited as to number and 
size, the member added. The 
booklet states: 
“Marin has for many years 
prohibited outdoor advertising 
on roadsides in all unincorpora­ 
ted areas within the county.** 


New Reed School Set 


For Opening On Monday 


Commuter traffic over the Golden 
Gate bridge increased 30 per cent 
during March as compared to April, 
the bridge board was told at its 
meeting yesterday. 
General Manager James Rickets 
declared that casual 40-cent-toll 
traffic has increased 24 H per cent 
in the same period. Overall traffic 
across the bridge, including the 
practically 100 per cent decrease in 
bus traffic, is up 23 H per cent, Rick 
ets said. 
This Increase in traffic, brought 
on directly by the stoppage of Grey 
hound service March 2, has increased 
revenues 10 per cent above the prior 
month, the general manager de­ 
clared. 


In March this year 955313 vehicles 
crossed the bridge, 283,762 using 
commute books and 582,502 paying 
the 40 cent fare. They brought tota 
income for the first nine months of 
the bridge’s fiscal year to $3,110j051 
approximately $180,000 mere than 
the same nine months a year ago. 


At the board meeting the directors 
were scheduled to approve the hiring 
of consulting engineer O. H. Am 
mann of New York City, one of the 
most eminent bridge engineers in 
the world. Consulting engineer Clif 
ford Paine recommended to the 
board that Ammann be hired to 
help him with the thorough study 
of the bridge. Ammann worked for 


the bridge during its construction 
period from 1929 until it was com­ 
pleted, as an assistant to Chief En­ 
gineer Joseph B. 8trauss. 
The directors also were given a 
report of a meeting of the building 
and operating committee at which 
paint problems were discussed. It 
was decided that new paint discov­ 
eries be investigated and new for­ 
mulas tested to get the best type of 
paint now available. No change 


would be made in the bridge's color, 
however. 
The committee also decided to 
open purchase of paint in the future 
be under competitive bidding, rather 
than closed bidding as it has been 
in the past. Firms desiring to bid 
would be asked to submit panels of 
paint for weather tests. Those that 
stand up well enough would be in­ 
vited to bid when paint is to be 
purchased.

WINDOWS REDUCED 
Elimination of toe second large 
room eliminated the folding door 
which was to have separated the two 
big rooms. That saved another $2,820. 
The number of movable windows to 
each room was reduced. Indead of 
all windows being movable, only a 
minimum were capable of being 
opened. This still allowed good ven­ 
tilation, but saved $1,150. 
The prized redwood exterior was 
sacrificed and stucco substituted, 
this saved $95«. Interior stucco re­ 
placed the plywood planned for toe 
interior, and saved $800. Asphalt tile 
was left off the floors and $14)39 
was saved. 
The lighting situation was re­ 
viewed. Instead of installing four 
fixtures in each room, first only one 
was included, then a second one 
was added. Total saving was $4,626. 
Checks are being made to make sure 
toe lighting is adequate. 
INSULATION SUBSTITUTE 
Half inch insulation was substi­ 
tuted for inch insulation, saving 
$1335. Aluminum louvres at the win­ 
dows were eliminated at a savings 
of $1379. Venetian blinds were not 
included and the board added $987 
to its growing saving. 
Room control of toe radiant heat­ 
ing wad rejected in favor of central 
control and $850. A smaller boiler 
was installed, $430 savings. 
And there were many other little 
items like door closers and fancy 
door hardware which were eliminat­ 
ed or modified. When things had 
quieted down and the savings had 
been added up, toe total savings 
came to $39,300. The new contract 
price for the structure was $115,460. 
PROBLEMS NOT ENDED 
The problems still weren’t over, 
however. Much was planned that 
wasn’t in that construction contract. 
There was 1066 feet of roadway that 
needed construction and paving. 
There was fencing, equipment and 
certainly not least, furnishings for 
the building. 
Only a minimum roadway was 
constructed. 
The paved play area could not 
immediately be paved. The fancy 
turnaround for the school buses, 
with the flagpole in the middle was 
eliminated, paving or fencing was 
placed in the outdoor classroom 
areas adjoining the four smaller 
rooms. 
Then there was the question of 


furniture. The trustees give due 
credit to school superintendent Al­ 
bert R. Hutchinson here. He shopped 
around in school supply stores and 
elsewhere. He purchased piecemeal 
all toe furnishings for toe rooms. 
And by taking equipment which had 
a scratch or some minor flaw, he 
furnished them for less than $7,000, 
approximately 50 per cent of what 
it would have cost if the furniture 
had all been ordered at once. 


BOYS HELP MOVE 
This week the older boys helped 
Hutchinson move into the new 
building. It was only fair because 
the seventh and eighth grades are 
the ones which go to school in the 
new building Monday. Earlier tt had 
been planned to move the first, 
second and, fourth grades out of 
their temporary quarters into toe 
new building. But it was decided, not 
to do this.

The district now operates three 
schools — Belvedere, Tiburon, and 
Reed—plus three temporary class­ 
rooms, in Belvedere Community 
hall.

It 
even may be necessary to use the 
Community hall and toe recreation 
building again next year. 
But when school opens next fall, 
Tiburon and Belvedere schools will 
have the kindergarten, first, second, 
and third grades. Reed will be toe 
upper grade school. 


What’s in toe future. The school 
trustee?, chairman MacBoyle Lewis, 
Edwin Drechael, Mrs. Ralph Meyers, 
Mm. George McKegney, and James 
Reynolds, hope to see a second six- 
room wing right behind and a little 
higher than the present structure. 
They believe a third smaller wing 
will be behind that. And they hope 
that soon they can eliminate the 
costly and inefficient Tiburon school. 
They are proud, however, that 
they completed the Reed school and 
are moving into it without using 
state funds. They also point with 
pride to the fact that of the 27 
frivolous things listed by a legislative 
committee, not a single one can be 
found at Reed school.

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YOUR GARDEN 
There's No Substitute 
For A Beautiful Rose

The rose is one flower, loved and recognized the world over. 
There's scarcely a flower garden anywhere which doesn’t sport at 
least one rose plant. 
Roses have definite likes and dislikes, attract a wide variety of 
pests and require attention and care. But to anyone who has known 
the pleasures of a June garden of 
blooming roses, a garden without 
m rose of some kind is almost un­ 
imaginable. 
THE ROSE FAMILY is a large 
one, and getting larger every year 
as new varieties are developed. 
• They range from miniature rose 
hushes, under a foot high, through 
the bush roses—hybrid tras, flori­ 
bundas and hybrid perpetuáis—to 
the tall pillar roses, climbers and 
ramblers. 
More than half the rows in 
American gardens are hybrid teas. 
They come in a variety of colors 
from pure whites and yellows to 
deepest reds. The bushes grow two 
to three feet in height and, except 
In the deep South, need protection 
from winter cold. They like very 
rich, well-drained soil and resent 
competition from other plants. If 
you’re going to grow roses, it’s best 
to have a rose bed. Don’t try to 
blend them In with a variety of 
other plants. 
FLORIBUNDA 
ROSES 
have 
been rising in popularity lately, 
particularly for hedging, bedding 
and for providing a flash of color 
In a dull spot. They are bush 
roses, bearing large flowers In 
«lusters, bloom for a lengthy pe­ 
riod, and are hearty eaters and 
drinkers. 
Polyanthus are small-flowered 
roses in clusters and the bushes 
require approximately the same 
care and are used for the same 
purposes as the floribundas. Hy­ 
brid perpetuar produce their big 
crop in June. They are close rela­ 
tives of hybrid teas. 
RAMBLERS are cane roses bear­ 
ing clusters of small roses; climb­ 
ers are canes bearing larger flow­ 
ers. Rambler canes are pliant; 
climber canes are stiff. 
Holes should be dug deep and 
large enough to permit the roots 
to spread wide. Before setting in

the roots, cut off cleanly any 
broken or bruised portions. When 
planting bushes in the spring cut 
the tops back to about six inches 
from the ground, leaving, if pos­ 
sible, a bud on the outside. In 
planting make certain the union 
point is an inch or so below the 
ground in most climates.

Cultivate the beds the year 
*round and in dry seasons soak the 
soil thoroughly when necessary. 
(There are a number of proprietary 
preparations on the market for 
both feeding and protecting roses 
from pests. They should be fed 
in the spring and early summer 
with a balanced plant food. Study 
up on pests and approved methods 
of control. 
Cane roses are planted the same 
way. Ramblers may be pruned im­ 
mediately after flowering. Climbers 
need little pruning, and bear their 
best flowers on old wood.

In the small garden where every 
Inch of space must be utilised to 
the best advantage fruit trees are 
often omitted in the belief that 
they take up too much room. This 
objection can be overcome, how* 
ever, by using trees that are 
trained like vines to grow against 
the sides of fences or a building 
such as the family garage. Trees 
trained to obey in this way are 
called espalier. 
An espalier tree is not just any 
small-sized 
fruit 
tree 
planted 
against a building and trained on 
a flat surface. It is the result of 
very careful growing. 
As illustrated in the accompany­ 
ing Garden-Oraph, espalier trees 
can be purchased in many trained 
forms from nurseries that special­ 
ise in them. These forms include 


the single, double and treble cor­ 
don. as illustrated, and the hori­ 
zontal trained. Espalier trained 
trees include apple, pear. plum, 
peach, nectarine and apricot. 
Sometimes espalier trees plant­ 
ed In early spring bear fruit the 
same year, but usually it is the 
second year before they bear. 
Curing for a tree Of this kind is 
different from the regular natural 
growing variety in that no fer­ 
tiliser is applied. If the tops grow 
too rapidly, the roots must be cut. 
The branches must also be cut and 
trained. 
The idea of pruning is to keep 
the wood hard so that fruiting 
spurs can be grown and very little 
leaf or stem growth permitted. 
Side branches of apples must be 
pruned to about two inches during 
July. August and September. The 
new top growth should be pruned 
to a growth of not more than two 
feet in the winter. 


Some Daisies Do 'Tell'

Marconi daisy Is the king of the 
Bhasta daisies. A well-grown plant 
will produce 20 flowers at oue 
time, the flowers as large as six 
across. The flowers are full 
fluffy, but th e individual 
tals are neatly overlaid, rather 
curled« 
The sturdy stems are easily two 
a half feet high. Blooms last 
Hwery well on the plant in the gar­ 
den, and equally w e l l as cut 
flowers in the house, if the room 
Is large enough to c a r r y such 
giants. Because the necks tend to 
be brittle, Marconi daisy needs 
f tt r s care when being cut for 
arrangements. 
t THE HEAVIEST B L O O M is 
front the end of June through 
August.

By ALBERT WILSON 
The bright warm days of April 
invite real g a r d e n action. The 
ground is warm, the air is warm 
and the cold everywhere is leaving 
the garden yet the hot days have 
not arrived. 
An excellent way to prepare the 
ground in April is to spade under 
the weeds. Weeds will be up in 
the shrub border. Around the trees 
and in some instances under the 
branches of the trees, especially 
the deciduous ones, weeds will have 
had a good start. All of these 
should be turned under so that 
their plant bodies will in time 
break down and build into the 
soil a natural humus content. 
FOR THE R A N K AMATEUR 
this may be a difficult task due 
to his inexperience in the man­ 
agement of a spade. To aid him I 
would suggest cutting down the big 
weeds and then with his spade 
turning them under. 
But how do you spade? The 
^pader who takes small chunks pi 
soil can do a good job. Small 
chunks slice easily, break a w a y 
easily and turn under readily. The 
result is fresh, mellow soil on top 
and the grassy weeds down below. 
Never take big chunks on the 
spade. They are unmanageable and 
your entire work results in a sloppy 
finish. More than that, when you 
take big chunks they will not break 
down into smaller parts and you 
have again to go over the entire 
area breaking these up by hitting 
them or else using a stout Iron 
rake.

April Is also a good time to start 
out with another sun-lover, a wArm 
temperature plant, the lantana 
Lantana roots love to go into a 
warm soil, love to be set out In 
shiny, bright areas, appreciate pro­ 
tection from cold winds, r e s e n t 
floods of water and never ask for 
fertiliser. Lantanas are determined 
growers when set out in the right 
place. Their roots are as good as 
the most high powered t hr cashing 
machine for they can drive through 
every single particle of soil and 
break it up into microscopic parts.

You need a special in­ 
secticide to get them. Look up the 
special baits made to catch slugs. 
Leaf miner — dust with your 
chlordane and D D T dust. 
But Easter week has more to 
offer us than bugs and slugs. 
Those glass house lilies that come. 
Enjoy them in the house while 
they last. In warm rooms provide 
them with water daily. When the 
blooms fade set them out into the 
perennial border. Lift from the 
pot. Let the crown of the plant be 
three inches below surface. This 
will make the tmlb six inches 
down. You are adding a permanent 
bulb to the garden. Label it and 
stake.

They too can go in the garden. 
Place them where they get tbs 
hot afternoon sun but not the 
morning’s and they’ll be free of 
mildew in years to come.

Deciduous 
kinds which are the large-flowered 
fragrant forms like soil mixed in. 
Don’t expect these plants to 
survive in the house where they 
are in a draft or where hot air 
blasts at them and remember they 
get thirsty. Keep watering.

ment and the longer the mortgage 
runs, the lower the monthly or 
quarterly payments, but the great­ 
er the total amount paid out as 
interest. Hence, it is to the ad­ 
vantage of every home-buyer to 
pay down as much as possible and 
pay off the mortgage as fast as 
possible to save interest cost. 
Even if financial circumstances 
do not permit a larger-than-mini- 
mum down payment, considerable 
savings can be effected through 
the years by making pre-pay­ 
ments against the mortgage {win* 
cipie whenever possible. Each dol­ 
lar paid on the principle reduces 
the total amount of interest. 
—WHEN SHOPPING for a loan, 
it is well to ask if there are pre­ 
payment privileges and whether 
there is any penalty for advance 
payment.

Even when fitted into a hillside, 
the dose-to-the-ground, horizon­ 
tal line is more formal in feeling 
than the so-called “ranch house* 
Plants should be chosen to accen­ 
tuate these long, clean-cut hues, 
rather than minimise them. 
TREES THAT ACT as a drop 
curtain behind the main roof line 
are 
important. 
Sometimes 
the 
original scrub growth standing on 
a new lot is worth saving as a 
background until fine trees with 
linear strength become established. 
Because 
ot 
their 
horisonal 
branching, oaks help to accent 
the shape of the house. Pines also 
have this spreading grace, which is 
valuable for framing the house. 
If especially primed, flowering trees 


like dogwood and the apple fulfill 
the same purpose. 
PROPERLY PLACED, plantings 
to accent doorway and corners call 
attention to the ground-hugging 
appearance of the house. 
And 
they can increase its apparent 
length, when this is necessary. 
Shrubs with rich evergreen foliage 
that have a compact, definite form 
should be chosen. 
Members of the yew (taxus) 
family, 
offer 
many 
important 
forms. 
Suitable companions that con­ 
tinue evergreen with the yews in­ 
clude the Japanese holly (Hex ere. 
natal and its dwarf spreading 
variety, L crenata oonvexa. The 
broadleaved Chinese holly (Bex 
cornuta) and its variety, I. cornu. 


ta burfordi, are both beautiful. 
Just as fine are the evergreen aza- 
leas and laurels, and the low- 
growing Rhododendron carolinia- 
num. 
HORIZONTAL 
C'OTON EAST­ 
ERS and junipers, prostrate pines 
and the low-growing Taxus cus- 
pidata nana help to provide strong, 
all-season interest. And the dif­ 
ferent shrubs offer a choice be­ 
tween solid, ooluumar or spreading 
growth as their 
placement 
de­ 
mands. 
On a large lot the gardener caa 
let his imagination run wild for 
diversity of shrubs, specimen tree« 
and perennials in outlying plant­ 
ings. At a distance they will not 
affect the tailored simplicity of 
the building.

Many home builders eliminate 
halls to shave construction costs. 
This is false economy.

The problem of a coat closet 
also is acute when there is no hall 
or vestibule.

Patching Concrete 
To patch concrete or to repair 
cracks, roughen the old surface 
and clean off all loose particles. 
Use a cold chisel to open a crack 
sufficiently so the new mortar 
can be packed in. The under part 
of the crack should be be cut at 
least as wide as the opening in 
the surface to allow the patch to 
lock. 
Moisten the old concrete to pre­ 
vent it from absorbing water from 
the patch. Keep the patch damp 
for several days to cure it well 
and prevent crumbling. 


Fade-Proof Blueprints 
To keep blue prints from fading 
while working in direct sunlight 
and to protect them from rain and 
moisture, mount the 
prints 
on 
heavy cardboard or scrap plywood 
with cellulose tape over the edges.

Rogues (Hew York: Doubleday 5c 
Company, Inc, price $3 > can hard­ 
ly be said to be of best-seller cali­ 
bre. But the publishers won’t lose 
money on it. On the otter hand, 
the author, who seems to have 
shown a touch of the female- 
Mtrias heritage (the touched apart­ 
ment buildings, 
mostly in 
Ban 
Francisco) won’t have to worry of 
book royalties becoming so huge 
that it will affect her already pub­ 
licly commented-upon Income tax 
troubles. 
The dust jacket of the book is 
the best part of it, front and back. 
The ©over picture of the six Hal- 
linan boys- framed in a shamrock 
centered around the picture of 
their old man—is backed by a por­ 
trait of the author which, if we 
didn’t know better from seeing her 
around the county in person, might 
be called a “touching-up” job by 
the photographer. 
If anything, 
the picture of Vivian Hallinan fails 
to do her 
dark, slim 
brunette 
beauty, justice. 
Speaking of Justice, the book 
fails to do it for the story the 
author could have told, but didn’t, 
A WIFE’S EYE VIEW of the no­ 
torious Vincent Hallinan and a 
mother’s-eye view of six sons she 
has borne him, reasonably could 
have been expected to make excit­ 


ing reading for everybody in Mar­ 
in, 
even our 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats, who should have a 
curiosity about the Independent 
Progressive party. It might have 
been expected to get away from 
the old stuff of Harry Bridges, the 
man everybody already knows. It 
might instead have told us about 
a man everybody in the oounty 
hears about but nobody knows.

erican worker; of the members of 


minority groups, racial and nation­ 
al; against “war mongers.” Any 
mother with six sons quite natural­ 
ly is concerned about her boys 
having to go into uniform and 
about the American belief in peace. 
But few mothers have the chance 
to exploit their concern. 
Mrs. Hallinan is not unique in 
what she seems to intimate in her 
few pertinent comments at the 
close of a “My Diary” sort of 
amateurish stringing together of 
words: that she believes in PEACE. 
Ail Americans believe in peace. 
The author’s thesis seems to be 
that if all American women had 
six sons, they would want peace 
and need peace and fight for 
peace. It Is an interesting hypo­ 
thesis but one which a President

Thomas, the devoted apostle of 
Jesus, was one who must be shown. 
To this day we call a person who 
will not believe a thing unless his 
own eyes have seen It or he re­ 
ceives absolute proof, a "Doubting 
Thomas.” 
Jesus had received word that 
Lazarus, brother of Mary and 
Martha oi Bethany, was very ill. 
The Lord was in Peraea, on the 
far side of the river Jordan. For 
two days He lingered, and from 
His words, his companions thought 
Lazarus was merely sleeping. 
So, according to St. John, Jesus 
spoke plainly to them, saying that 
Lazarus was dead, and further, 
that "I am glad for your sakes that 
I was not there, to the intent ye 
may believe; nevertheless let us go 
unto them.” 
Now the Jews of Judaea had 
threatened to stone Jesus if He 
returned to Jerusalem, and as 
Bethany was Just over the slope 
of the Mount of Olives, they would 
all be in danger of death if they 
went thither. Thomas was willing 
to risk death with his Master, so 
he said, “Let us also go, that we 
may die with Him.” 
They went, as you know, and 
Lazarus was brought to life agaui, 
which was what Jesus intended 
them to see that their belief ia 
Him might be intensified.

second episode in our lesson took 
place in the upper room in Jeru­ 
salem on Thursday of Holy Week.
